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Introduction 


The Secretary of State of Canada provides 
financial assistance in respect of this fund 


under the Canada-Ontario Official Languages © 


in Education Agreement. 


The purpose of the French-Language Fund is 
to encourage the development and production 
of Canadian learning materials for students 
enrolled in French-language (French as a first 
language) elementary and secondary 
schools. The fund is designed primarily to 
meet needs that are not being met because 
of such factors as market conditions. 


Eligible Learning Materials:

Learning materials that are eligible for fund- 
ing are any print or audio-visual materials 
intended for the use of students. Such 
materials may or may not be accompanied by 
teaching support materials such as teaching 
guides, materials suitable for a learning 
centre, etc. 


Eligible materials may include activity books 
or kits that (a) are grouped by theme and inte- 
grate more than one subject area or (b) focus 
on one subject area but allow the integration 
of other disciplines. The activities proposed 
should develop several skills. These activity 
books or kits must include a teaching guide 
that lists the objectives, the material required, 
the procedures to be followed, and sugges- — 
tions for classroom organization. The activi- 
ties may be made available on computer 
diskettes designed for use on miemistrye 
approved computers. 


Non-reusable materials, such as the majority 
of workbooks, and courseware are not eligible 
for funding. 


Terms of the Fund 
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Applications for funding are classified accord- 
ing to the requirements of the following three 

modes: publishers and producers, non-profit 

organizations, or individuals. 


All applications for funding are studied by a 


committee which recommends to the ministry 


the projects that should be funded. The com- 
mittee is comprised of representatives from 
the following organizations: the Regional 
Services and the Learning Programs divisions 
of the Ministry of Education, the Ontario 
Teachers’ Federation, the French-language 
institutions for teacher education in Ontario, 
the Association frangaise des conseils 
scolaires, the Association franco-ontarienne 
des conseils d’écoles catholiques, the Asso- 
ciation des surintendantes et des surinten- 
dants franco-ontariens, the Canadian Book 
Publishers’ Council in conjunction with the 
Association of Canadian Publishers, and the 
Educational Media Producers and Distributors 
Association of Canada. 


Once a project has been accepted, an agree- 
ment.is entered into between the Ministry of 
Education and the successful applicant. The 
project is described in the agreement. 


The ministry designates a.contact person for 


- each project that is to receive support from 


the French-Language Fund. The role of the 
contact person is to supehuse the progress of 
the project. 


- The contact person does not act as a consult- 


ant to those responsible for creating, translat- 
ing, or adapting the learning materials. 
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General Rules 
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The proposed learning materials must be in- 
tended for students enrolled in Ontario’s 
French-language schools. Their possible use 


outside Ontario does not affect their eligibility 


for funding. 


The learning materials must be free from bias- 


in respect of race, religion, sex, age, civil 


status, nationality, place of origin, or disability. 


The learning materials must be prepared by 
Canadians or landed immigrants and must be 
produced in Canada. 


SI units of measure (le Systeme international 
d’unités) must be used. 


Some projects may involve field-testing of ma- 
terials. In such cases, the proposal should 
outline how the field-testing will be conducted. 


Funds made available under this plan may 
not be used for the purchase of equipment. 


Upon completion of the project, the Ministry 
of Education shall receive two sample copies 
of the finished product in the case of print ma- 
terials and one sample of the finished product 
in the case of audio-visual materials. 


For print materials, the publisher must remit 
two copies of the materials to each French- 
language school board and section offering 
the French-language (French as a first lan- 
guage) programs in the appropriate divi- 
sion(s). Furthermore, the publisher must 
agree to provide a copy of the materials, on 
request, to the French-language (French as a 
first language) schools offering a course in 
that particular subject area. However, if, due 
to the nature of the materials, only one copy 
per class is sufficient for teaching purposes, 
this obligation does not apply. 


The publisher or producer must be able to 
provide, on request, an audited financial state- 
ment and other appropriate information with 
respect to the use of the funds received un- 
der this plan. 
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For this year, 65 per cent of the sum allo- 
cated will be paid when the agreement is 
signed, and the balance will be paid after the 
ministry has received and approved the mate- 
rials produced. 


A project involving an adaptation or an 


adapted translation must be completed. within a 


two years from the date the contract is 


» signed. 


A project involving both the development and 


production of materials must be completed | 
within three years from the date me contract 
is signed. 


Mode 1: Publishers and Producers | 


General Information

This mode is only for legally incorporated pub- 


lishers and producers of learning materials. 
Companies that have been incorporated for 
less than three years must submit a brief out- 


- line of their activities and of the scale of their 
operation, in addition to the information speci- _ 


fied below. 


The ministry may ask a company to submit 
samples of recent works in support of an ap- 
plication. 


A publisher or Bioduuset may opie for funaltig 
‘for the development, production, and publica- 


tion of learning materials or for only the pro- | 
duction and publication of materials. 


- The ministry does not grant financial assist- 


ance, under this mode, for projects that are 
concerned only with the development of 
materials. 


The ministry does not have any direct involve- 
ment in matters of copyright. Rights to the 
materials produced will be negotiated by the 
author(s) and the publisher or producer. — 


The publisher or producer is expected to pro- 
vide part of the funds required. 


When the material to be produced is a transla- 
tion or adaptation of material originally pro- 
duced in the English language, the price for 
Ontario schools should not, for the first twelve 
months following publication, exceed the net 
price of the original English-language material. 


The budget for a project that involves develop- 
ment and production must include the monies 
to be paid to the author(s), in the form of 
either a salary or a non-refundable advance. 
In the case of an advance, the publisher or 
producer may delay payment of the advance 
until receipt of an acceptable manuscript; the 
acceptability is to be judged according to the 
‘standards of the corporation. This information 
may be part of a written agreement between 
the parties. 


The material must be offered for sale to 
Ontario schools either until the first print run 
has been exhausted or for a period of three 
years. 


Presentation of the Budget 


The publisher or producer is expected to sub- 
mit a detailed budget with the application. 
For print materials the budget must be bro- 
ken down under the following headings: 


a) Development costs 
e research 
e writing” 
e consultation 
e revision 
e secretarial work | 
e translation 
e field-testing

— travel costs (explain and justify all costs 
reported here) 
e authorization fees for text and illustrations 


* Writing costs may take the form of a salary to the 
author(s) or an advance on the royalties; the latter must 
be a non-refundable sum (see paragraph 8 under this 
mode). .

e printing

c) Distribution costs

For audio-visual materials the budget must 
be broken down under the following headings: 


a) Planning and development costs 

e research

e composing and arranging 

e consultation 

e secretarial work 

e translation 

e authorization fees for text, music, and 
illustrations

reported here) 


b) Production costs 
e salaries for the production and 
distribution team 
e time required and rate for studio and 
laboratory rental 
e other (specify) 


c) Postproduction costs 

e salaries for personnel for editing, sound 
mixing, and other (specify) 

e time required and rates for studio or 
laboratory rental for sound mixing and 
dubbing, title preparation, telecine, and 
other (specify) 


d) Distribution costs 
e promotion 
e shipping 


e) Administration costs, royalties, and profit 
margin 


f) Number of copies to be produced 


g) Retail selling price and selling price to 
Ontario schools 


h) Expected income from sales in Ontario 
and outside Ontario 


Mode 2: Non-profit Organizations 


General Information 


1 For the purpose of this fund, a non-profit 
organization is any incorporated non-profit 


organization whose prime concern is educa- 


tion and/or the pursuit of activities related to 
education and whose secondary concern is 
the development of learning materials (e.g., 


school boards, teacher education institutions, 


teachers’ associations, provincial associa- 
tions in the field of education, etc.). 


2 Under this mode, the ministry will consider 


applications only for the development of learn- 


ing materials of province-wide applicability. 
However, if production is normally a part of 


the activity of the organization, consideration 


will be given to funding the production of 
materials under this mode. If production is 


being considered, the organization must pro- 
vide a detailed budget as under Mode 1 (see 


the “Presentation of the Budget” section on 
page 3). 


A project proposed for funding must reflect 

the priorities of the organization as a whole. 
The application must be accompanied by a 
formal statement of support such as a resolu- — 
tion of the board of directors of the agency. 


The materials submitted upon completion of 
the project must be ready to be tested in the 
schools. The project is considered to be com- 
pleted and must be submitted to the ministry 
when it has been developed to the point at 
which planning and design decisions have 
been taken, but no major production costs 
have been incurred, unless the ministry recog- 
nizes the production costs, in accordance 

with paragraph 2 above. , 


The organization must provide for measures. 
to inform Ontario schools or publishers and 
producers of the availability of the materials. 


Rights to the materials will be held by the 
organization. 


Presentation of the Budget 


The costs that may be included in the budget 
for a proposal under this mode include the 
following: 

e secretarial services 

e translation 


- e adaptation 


e editing 

e consultation 

e use of office supplies other than 
equipment and furniture 

e duplication and rough artwork for field- 
testing purposes 


The budget may also include a modest per » 
diem honorarium for members of a non-profit 
organization who contribute their time and 
expertise to the project. 
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Mode 3: Individuals 


- General Information 


a, _ Individuals or groups of individuals may apply 


for funding for the development of learning 


materials of province-wide applicability. 


. The materials submitted upon completion of 
the project must have been developed to the . 
~ point at which planning and design decisions 


have been. taken, but no major production 
costs have been incurred. 


Once the project has been completed, the 
ministry, after consultation with the author(s), 
may inform publishers and producers of the 
availability of the materials for publication and 


distribution. 


_ The individual or group must provide for | 


measures to inform Ontario schools or pub- 
lishers and producers of the availability of the 
materials. 


Rights to the materials will be held by the 


author(s). 


_ Presentation of the Budget 


The budget for a proposal under this mode 

may include the following eligible expenses: 

¢ secretarial services 

e editing 

e use of materials other then eauipaient or 
furniture 

e duplication and rough artwork for field- 
testing purposes 


The following expenses are not eligible: 

e preparation of “finished” (camera-ready) 
artwork 

e honorarium or salary paid to the author(s) 


Application Procedures for All Modes 
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Applications may be written in either French 
or English on standard size paper (metric A4 
or 8%" x 11"). No additional cover or binding 


. should be used..Each application must be sta- 


pled. A separate application must be submit- 
ted for each project. 


Each application should include: 


a) the enclosed application form or a repro- 
duction of same, duly filled out: 


b) a detailed description of.the objectives, the 
contents, and the pedagogical approach 
taken, an indication of the originality of the 
proposed materials in comparison with simi- 
lar existing materials, and an indication of 
the division or grade for which the learning 
materials are intended;

a description of the format of any print 
materials, including the following aspects: 
e number of pages, 

e number of black-and-white illustrations, 
e number of colour illustrations, 

e size of the materials, 

e type of cover, 

e type of binding, 

e type of paper; 


d)a description of the format of any Paudio: 
visual materials, including the following 
aspects: 

e length of film and/or cassette, 
e number of slides; 


e) a development and production time line, 
over a period not to exceed two years 
commencing with the date the contract is 
signed in the case of an adaptation or 
adapted translation; 


f) a development and production time line, 
over a period not to exceed three years 
commencing with the date the contract is 
signed in the case of an original develop- 
ment project; 


g) the resumé(s) of the author(s) or, in the 
case of an adaptation or an adapted trans- 
lation, a description of the experience and 
skills of the person(s) responsible for the 
translation or adaptation; 


if 
h) at least four copies of the original material 
in the case of an adapted translation; 


i) a comprehensive financial plan for the 
project, such as requested under each 
mode in the “Presentation of the Budget” 
section; 


j) for Modes 1 and 2, a letter from the 
author(s) to indicate that he or she has. 
been informed of the application and 
agrees to work on the project; 


k) for Mode 1, a proposed marketing plan for 
the sale of the print and audio-visual 
materials; 


|). for an adapted translation, proof that the 
author of the application holds the exclu- 
sive rights or a certified written option to 
carry out the translation; 


m) a statement informing the ministry whether 
it may keep on file personal or confidential 
information that was submitted with the 
application. 


For Modes 2 and 3, the application must 
include an indication of the measures the 
agency or authors plan to take to inform 
Ontario schools or publishers and producers 
of the availability of the materials. 


Applicants should indicate whether they have 
received funds from, or made application to, 
other sources. 


Applications must be facetved at the 
Ministry of Education, in Toronto, by 

4:45 p.m. on Wednesday, October 9, 1991. 
No applications will be accepted after this 
date. 


Applications should be made in fifteen copies, i

completed, or a reproduction, to serve as an _

- quested for: 


a) the development and production of original 
materials; 


-b) the adaptation, for use in Ontario, of 


French-language materials that have been 
produced or are being developed in other 
provinces; 


c) the translation and adaptation of English- 


language materials that have already been 
produced or are being developed. 


Priority will be given to the production of learn- 


ing materials that focus on: 


a) activities that help students develop the 
_ thinking skills required for problem-solving; 


_ b) career planning. 


Although priorities are specifically set forth 


_ each year, the ministry may consider any 


other project submitted to it. The applicant 
must, however, justify any deviation from the 


e established priorities.
